France Hears Hitler Is Preparing 
to Submit Propositions. 
PARIS, June 10 (AP).—Reports 
reached French diplomatic circles 
from usually well-informed sources 
in Berlin today to the effect that 
Adolf Hitler was preparing specific 
propositions to France Britain and 
the United States for a settlement 
of the problems which are causing 

world war fears. 


(In Berlin sources close to Chan- 

cellor Hitler said the reports were 
a “surprise to us.” These sources 
said that as far as they knew the 
Chancellor had no such plan in 
mind.) 
. The reports, which received no 
confirmation, said that Hitler was 
expected to make the proposals in 
a speech during the early part of 
July at the launching of a new 
German warship. 

He now is working on them at 
Berchtesgaden, the report said, but 
there has been no hint of their 
nature.

The pending neutrality bill em- 
bodying the ideas of Secretary of

The bill represents no snap judg- 
ment, but is the product of months’!

and of protracted congressional 
hearings. All the arguments for 
it are well known; all the argu-| 
ments against it have been thor- 
oughly exploited. The proponents 
of the measure are entitled to in- 
sist upon a showdown. | 

Delay is dangerous. Delay brings 
us daily closer to the possible neces- 
sity of having to settle the neutral- 
ity issue in the midst of a Euro- 
pean war. We could only settle it 
then by action that would be con- 
strued as definitely hostile by one 
side or the other. Whatever we 
do, one side or the other will be 
advantaged; that fact is inescap- 
able. We had better take now 
whatever risks may lie in throw- 
ing the advantage to the side of 
the democracies—if that is the will 
of Congress—than to take the 
greater risks involved in waiting 
until the outbreak of war. 

The advantage now, under the 
arms embargo, is with the dicta- 
tors. The pending bill, by repeal- 
ing the embargo and permitting 
belligerents to buy arms, like other 
commodities, on a. cash-and-carry 
|basis, would benefit France and 
England. It expresses, there is 
sound reason to believe, the senti- 
ment of the people, and it writes a 
policy that accords with the eco- 
nomic interests of the nation—a 
policy that is almost certain to be 
made effective, eventually, if war 
comes to Europe.

I can offer only my opinion on 
this. I would net allow a boy of 
any age, however intelligent, to 
have a BB gun.

Of course 
he didn’t mean to hit anybody. It 
was just an accident. 

Boys cannot be responsible for 
the grief a gun accident might 
cause. It is idle for them to tell 
us that they would be careful, that 
they would not shoot where peo- 
ple were, that they only want tar- 
get practice. Experience tells an- 
other story. A boy with a gun 
shot at a light on a city building 
and a woman fell mortally wound- 
ed. Another boy shot at a target 
‘on the fence and hit his companion 
(in the eye. Such accidents are 
| tragic for the victims, and for the 
‘one who caused them. A boy who 
brings about a major accident with 
his play-gun has to bear the mem- 
‘ory of it throughout his life and 
‘that memory will rise to curse him 
many and many a time.
